DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


NOTES on Meeting heid on 12 April at the Town Hall. 

PARKING SURVEY: Several members of the public attended, to hear Mr John Goddard 
present the findings of the village centre parking survey. It showed that most 
of the time there is plenty of space, but there is a need for people who work in 
the village to make more use of off-street parking, or the Bullring. 
COMMEMORATIVE PLAQUE: PC accepted an offer by Mr Donald Welford to commemorate 
all previous PC chairmen from 1895. This follows the donation by Mrs Garrett at 
the March meeting, of a plaque which names chairman from 1940 to the present. 
STREET LIGHTING: PC has submitted a revised scheme to the District Council, 
which considered the original to be excessive. Estimated total cost of the 
revised scheme is £12,578, a saving of nearly £6,000. Chairman, Terry Clinch, 
said the new lights would make the centre of the village and one or two dingy 
areas more pleasant and more safe. 

BRIDGEWORKS AT ADDERBURY: PC to write to County Council protesting strongly at 
proposed traffic diversion through Deddington while strengthening work is carried 
out at Duchess Bridge, Adderbury. Southbound traffic is scheduled to be diverted 
from Adderbury to Aynho, through Clifton into Market Place and back onto the 
B4260 Oxford Road. 

ENVIRONMENT: 1. Clir Mrs Brewer thanked Mr Goddard for his hard work in 
compiling and analysing the parking survey. She reported favourably on 
discussions with Centrepoint and Philip Allen, who are encouraging staff to park 
in the Bullring and to share cars. 2. There is now a small flower bed inside 
the cemetery gate. Because of an increasing demand to extend the water supply at 
the cemetery, PC agreed to obtain quotes for a ball-cock controlled water butt. 
3. The children's play area at Clifton is currently unusable because of ruts and 
poor drainage. PC to obtain three quotes to harrow, roll and top dress, and to 
ask a local farmer to harrow it. 4. Cllrs accepted an offer from Colin Robinson 
to look into possible projects to celebrate the millennium. 5. Urgent 
investigation to go ahead into the possibility of providing public toilets in the 
centre of Deddington. One suggested site is under the Town Hall. Use of the 
church toilets for public use was discounted, because they were installed 
specifically for use by people attending concerts ete at the church. 6. Opinion 
of all local church leaders to be sought on whether to give permission for bodies 
to be buried in a white sheet rather than a coffin. Question came from local 
undertaker, but reason for it is not clear. It is not illegal and there are no 
objections on public health grounds. 

RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. Museum Committee to be authorised to spend up to £500 
out of their existing £2,000 grant, on display cases for the four-day VE day 
exhibition in the Town Hall. 2. The Tots’ Play Area is to be installed during 
the week commencing 24 April. 3. Bus shelters are ready to be delivered. 
PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. PC considered two applications for Grove Cottage. 

Clirs had no objections to proposals for changes to windows and garage doors, but 
objected strongly to plans to convert existing barns. The plans did not take 
account of a significant change in ground levels, which would mean a neighbouring 
property would be overlooked at bedroom level, a proposed new kitchen extension 
would be too close to neighbouring property, and a front door would open directly 
onto Grove Road. 

WINDMILL CENTRE: 1. Presentation of the final account for the centre is 
imminent. 2. Open Day to go ahead on 29 May. 3. The new stage is due to be 
installed week commencing 24 April. 

PC FUNDS: £450,000 (Bradford & Bingley, at 7.4% variable for two years, expiring 
on 27 April 1995. Similar deal then possible for three years at 8%.); £150,00 
(Treasury Deposit); £25,932 (Barclays Bank, 14 days notice); Total funds: 
£625,900. 

CORRESPONDENCE: 1. As a result of a letter from PC Chairman Terry Clinch in 
April's Deddington News, two villagers have written to the PC expressing their 
concern about the state of the cemetery which is, they say, a "disgrace to the 
village". They say there is a need to instil a sense of respect and they made 
various proposals, including the provision of prominent signing, rubbish 
clearance and shrub planting, for which they enclosed a contribution of £10. 
Cllrs appreciated the letter but refuted the criticism, saying the cemetery is a 
serene, quiet and pleasant piace, although they supported the proposal for a 
sign. They also agreed to plant bulbs in the autumn and to thank the 
correspondents for their donation. 2. Letter from the developers of the Low 
Cost Housing scheme to say there have now been enough applicants to enable them 
to apply to the planning authority. All 23 applicants are from Deddington. 3. 
Following request from a villager, PC to write to owner of land beside traffic 
lights opposite school asking for elder bush to be pruned. 4. Landlord of Kings 
Arms has asked for PC's permission to erect. signs on two walls‘at the Holly Tree 
Club. Request to be passed to Club for decision. 

AERIAL PHOTOGRAPHS: The meeting ended with a viewing of a number of aerial 
slides of the parish. The church was a dominant feature of the pictures, which 
clearly showed the ancient ridged and furrowed fields, the course of the river,

the surprisingly dense woodland and the vulnerability of the parish to possible 
future development.

DOWN ON THE FARM 


At last the grass has started to grow, with lambing all but over, just a 

few stragglers left inside, so we can get on with the field work. All the crops 
have had a dressing of fertilizer. The oil seed rape has had 5 cwt per acre and 
has been sprayed for light leaf spot and cabbage stem Flea Beetle. All the cereals 
have had 2.5 cwt of a compound fertilizer and have been sprayed with a growth 
regulator and sulphur. We have never had to use sulphur before but with current 
pollution controls and the Clean Air Act the amount being deposited from the air 
has reduced to such an extent that many soils are now deficient. 

With the meadows now drying up, we have a large amount of wood and rubbish to pick 
up left from the floods. With the ewes and lambs now out at grass a constant watch 
has to be kept as we have lost some lambs killed by foxes. The bees have been 
active for some weeks on early flowers and shrubs and as the oil seed rape comes 
into flower some time will have to be given to make sure they have room to expand 
the brood chamber and store honey. ! 

The workshop robins have got off to a good start with 5 chicks and the pied 
wagtails have reclaimed their old nest site of last year. The rookery at Bowmans 
Bridge is very active, with most pairs now feeding chicks. The swallows are late 
this year but I hope to see some soon as we had 11 pairs nesting in the buildings 
last year. Then summer can really start with the arrival of the best of our summer 
visitors: the swift with its-long curved wings, fast acrobatic flight and high- 
pitched scream high over the village on summer evenings. 

Who knows just what the summer will hold, if the old wives' tales are to be 
believed, with the rooks nesting high, acres of frog spawn in the ponds and dykes 
and 'if the oak comes into leaf before the ash it should be hot and long’ - we 
shall just have to wait and see. GEORGE FENEMORE (338203)

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for April 1845: 


‘Ist APRIL ~ 5 or 6 pensioners came to make their usual declaration and signature 
before me as a magistrate preparatory to their receiving their pensions. 

2nd APRIL - I drove down to Adderbury to Mr. Stilgoe's and took him over the 
Messrs. Gardners' farm, where Mr. Gardner met us and pointed out to us the line the 
railroad was likely to take across our meadows. 

9th APRIL - I attended a meeting of Rural Deans at the Archdeacon's rooms in Christ 
Church, the first I had ever attended officially since my appointment. 

14th APRIL - Distributed the new Clothing Fund tickets to the depositors and their 
orders for goods at the different shops. 

15th APRIL - Sent for James Clarke and delivered into his hands Bibles, Prayer 
Books and other religious books as a present from me to the persons who were about 
to emigrate tomorrow to America at the Parish expense - a proceeding in no wise 
approved of or sanctioned by me ~ especially when the parties emigrating were 
considered duly by me. (19 persons left from Southampton). 


NOTE : In H.M. Colvin's “History of Deddington" it is stated that in 1831 about 50 
persons left Deddington for North America, their passage being paid by sub- 
scription, but cholera broke out on board ship and few reached their destination. 
An Act of 1834 empowered Parishes to create funds to assist poor persons to 
emigrate, and over £ 230 was raised for this purpose between 1836 and 1847. 

Does any reader know of anyone or have ancestors who emigrated under these schemes?

On the following page you'll find the first selection of memories we've received in 
connection with the imminent 50th anniversary of VE Day; there will be more in the 
June and July issues relating to VE and VJ Days. And below is the first of a 
three-part reminiscence of Deddington at war... 
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Our search for someone who would remember the “home front" as 

it was in Deddington in World War Two brought us to Daisy 
Shrewsbury's door. Daisy (then Robbins) moved here from Warwick- 
shire in the 1930s, by then a young lady in her twenties. She married Eldon (Tom) 
Shrewsbury at the end of 1939, soon after the lights had gone out all over Europe. 
In 1940 she joined Deddington WI - in those days they met in the Wesleyan 
schoolroom. Her first daughter was born in January 1941. For all the hardships 
and anxieties of those times, Daisy remembers this as a more caring time when you 
took it for granted that you helped out family and friends. 

Remembering, if a little mistily, our own wartime city childhood, we asked her 
first about any problems in making the food coupons stretch. She agreed that in 
some ways it had probably been easier in the country. Mother-in-law, for example, 
kept a pig; this meant she didn't get a bacon ration, but meal for pigfeed 
instead. Brother-in-law shot rabbits, so there was rabbit on the menu most weeks. 
And lots of people, including Daisy, kept chickens. 

"I was very fond of my chickens; even used to talk to them," Daisy said, but 
agreed that didn't save them from the pot! To supplement the chicken feed, they 
used to go gleaning round the hedgerows at harvest time, snipping off the ears of 
corn with a pair of scissors. Peelings were always kept to mix in with the chicken 
feed and there was a story of one lady who mixed in some left-over raisins after 
making home-made wine: result, some very happy chickens! 

At that time living in the centre of the village, the Shrewsburys' large garden was 
turned over to vegetables - potatoes of course and "wonderful carrots, brussels, 
cabbage, white and purple sprouting". Eldon worked on Manor Farm, so got a couple 
of rows of potatoes for family use. If you went potato picking you got about three 
shillings (15p.) an hour; some pickers used to supplement this with a bucketful of 
potatoes at the end of the day! Fruit and veg were made available at WI meetings 
for canning, and there was a WI stall every Friday in the yard of the Hermitage in 
Horse Fair. Daisy was in charge of making the most of the small rations the WI 
were allocated for refreshments. SSN

On VE day I was teaching at a venerable boarding school in the West Country. The 
boys contrived a huge bonfire, and fireworks which owed much, I suspect to OTC 
stores. Some must have had mixed feelings; they were not to be given the chance 
to emulate the heroic deeds of some of their seniors, but on the other hand they 
could look forward with greater certainty to pursuing their chosen careers. We 
were all thankful we would see no more bombs or doodle~bugs, and it was wonderful 
to take down all the black-outs. We did not realise how long rationing and 
shortages were to continue. Bread rationing was still to come! 

In a place which had many connections with India and the Far East, several of us 
were still anxious about loved ones who were missing or in Japanese hands. It was 
at this point that the comforting feeling that we were "all in it together" began 
to evaporate. There was much idealism about and a determination to make "a land 
fit for heroes to live in” this time around. The United Nations, the Welfare State 
and NHS all bear witness to this but I now wonder whether that cosy feeling of 
togetherness was ever anything more than an illusion fostered by propagandists. 
Certainly I feel that any celebration should consider the feelings of those who 
suffered - and still suffer - the effects of the war. Also this should be a good 
time for the younger generations to take a long hard look at the causes of 
conflict. Disarmament and appeasement of dictators did not prevent aggression in 
the 1930s any more than it did in the Falklands or Kuwait. If they want peace in 
their lifetime they cannot afford to sit back and leave everything to market 
forces. N.H. 


On VE Day 1945 I was serving with the Armed Forces (REME att.to RASC)in Iraq and 
Persia (the latter now Iran), my unit on convoy taking supplies from Abadan to 
Kermanshah which were then handed over to the Russian army. On return to our Base 
at Dezful our beer ration for VE Day had increased from 2 bottles to 4 for one 
week, LES BURTON 
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Much of my VE Day was spent in an ambulance being driven from a 
south country airfield to an RAF Hospital in the Midlands. I was 
neither wounded nor ill, just a little undernourished. I was, in| 
fact, under 6% stone and sadly, although hungry, unable to eat. @ 
Two days earlier I had been flown to England, a stretcher case, in a converted 
Lancaster after three years as a P.o.W. On arrival the welcome was overwhelming 
from WVS ladies serving a rich meal of monstrous size, quite lethal to our shrunken 
stomachs! This was followed by more rich goodies offered by our extremely jolly 
nurses returning from their celebrations. 

For four weeks we had been marching, a raggle-taggle of emaciated air crew, first 
east across the Elbe until the Russian guns were heard, and then a quick about-turn 
west, limping those last days in my case with a swollen septic foot wrapped in 
sacking. At a village called Salem ladies evacuated from Hamburg begged us to 
occupy their houses for fear of Russian rapists; seemingly they judged us no 
threat! The next day we were relieved by a British armoured colum. ~ 

It remained only for us to disarm our guards, restrain some Russian slave workers 
bent on revenge, and finally commandeer German transport for our journey to the 
bridgehead. 1 


On VE day, I remember there was a large bonfire in the Market Place where the 
Oxford bus stop is now. As the day wore on into the night and after a lot of 
liquid refreshments at the Unicorn, the last thing I remember is that as I was 
dancing around this fire it came up and hit me. The following morning when I 
awoke I smelled of smoke and was feeling very much under the weather, only to be 
confronted by my mother who was disgusted with me. She said that I arrived home, 
mildly singed, on two prams, my head in one and my rear end in the other. I add 
that I did not repeat this on VJ day! P.J. CANNING

BROWNIES 

We have had quite a few changes this term. The best, from my point of view, is that 
Moira Byast and Katrina Hambridge have joined me as Assistant Guides. Katrina had 
already completed her training in Devon and holds a Pack Holiday licence. These 
two, together with the loyal help of Sue Steven and Corinne White, has meant that 
since January the responsibility of running the Pack has been eased considerably. 
Rebecca Morley-Sutcliffe, Alyson Debenham, Alice Richards and just lately Lucy

Maggie Rampley again taught the older Brownies First Aid, including resuscitation;

NATURE NOTES 


May is an excellent month for many species of insect. Sadly these tend 
to have a very negative image and are usually dismissed as worthless ; 
“creepie crawlies" without any knowledge of their life history or pot~ 4 
ential benefits to humans. # awe 
A classic example of this is the green lacewing. This very delicate { té 
and mainly nocturnal insect is closely related to the praying mantis “Te 
and is one of the most voracious consumers of aphids there is. It be~ “ pet 
comes active in May and will soon be breeding. Its young also feed on aphids and 
will devour many hundreds over the summer. Another famous aphid consumer which 
needs no introduction is, of course, the ladybird which should be treated with 
equal gratitude. 
Probably the most maligned insect group is the order Hymenoptera, which includes 
bees, ants and wasps. Whilst the honey~producing bee gets a very good press, wasps 
and ants are exterminated without a thought. The common wasp is a nectar feeder 
and as such is just as good at distributing pollen as the bee. One of several 
species of ant to be found around this area is the wood ant. Its major habitat is 
woodland, in particular coniferous planatations where it provides an invaluable 
service to the forester by exterminating the larvae of injurious insects; for this 
reason it is protected by law in many countries. Its nest is easily recognised: a 
large pile of pine needles, twigs and general forest litter. If you find one and 
there is a bluebell close to hand, rub the flower in the nest. The acid squirted 
in defence by the ants will turn the bluebell pink. 
A large insect you may well see later this month is the appropriately named may~bug 
or cockchafer beetle. This nocturnal large brown beetle is a pest to gardeners as 
the adult eats large quantities of foliage while the larvae consumes roots of 
plants throughout its two-year life as a grub. It's easily recognised by its noisy 
low~pitched hum as it flies at dusk.

DEDDINGTON FIRE SERVICE 


A very quiet month with only 11 calls ‘received which were: 
2 chimmey fires, 2 road traffic accidents, 1 car fire, 1 fire at Tomwell Farm 
which involved gas cylinders and chemicals, 4 false alarms with good intent and 1 
call to stand by at Bicester. This makes 54 calls so far this year. 
Readers will notice a large drop in the number of calls we receive. Owing to 
financial cuts we will no longer attend automatic alarm calls to the Banbury 
hospitals, old peoples’ homes in Banbury or to All Saints School, Bloxham. Calls 
to these premises when the alarm systems operated amounted to approximately 40% of 
our calls. Another effect of the cuts is that instead of 6 personnel being the 
maximum number crewing the fire engine, 5 is now the upper limit. This does not 
mean that we do not require more personnel; we are still desperate. At the moment 
we have only 6 personnel available due to long term illness. This means that those 
6 are very restricted in their movements, which puts a lot of pressure on them and 
their families. Some of the station personnel like to play sport and take their 
families out at weekends, but before making arrangements to do so they have to make 
sure that there are enough 2g available to crew the appliance.
